defendants would obtain and cause to be obtained, classifie d 
Government documents relating to the national defense, from 
Rand Corporation, Santa Monica, California, and Washington 
D.C., and from other sources. The documents would be com¬ 
municated, delivered and transmitted to defendants and others, 
none of whom would be authorized to receive them. Defendants 
and their co-conspirators would retain the documents, copy 
them, and communicate them to persons not entitled to receive 
them. - 

To effect the objects of the conspiracy, defendants 
committed various overt acts in the Central District of 
California, including the following: 

1. On or about M arch 4, 196 9, defendant ELLSBER.G 
brought ten volumes of a 38-volume Department of Defense 
study entitled '’UNITED STATES - VIETNAM RELATIONS 1945-1967" 
ito Los Angeles County, California, from Rand Corporation, 
Washington, D. C. 

2. On or about April 7, 1969, defendant ELLS3ERG ob¬ 
tained from Rand Corporation, Santa Monica, California, Part 
II of a memorandum entitled "NEGOTIATIONS AND VIETNAM: A 
CASE STUDY OF THE 1954 GENEVA CONFERENCE." 

3. On or about August 29, 1969, defendant ELLSEERG 

brought eight volumes of a 38-volume Department of Defense
